S.O. 594(E).—In exercise of the powers njntcried 
by sections 6, 8 and 25 of the Environment (Prctec- 
lion) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986), tire Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following rules, namely — 

1. Short title and commencement,—(1) These rules 

may be called the Hazardous Wastes 
(Management and Handling) Rules, 1989. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
thei.’ publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application.—^These rules shall apply to hazar¬ 
dous wastes as specified in Schedule and shall not 
apply 1(5 —• 

(a) waste water and exhaust gases as covered 
under the provisions of the Water (Preven¬ 
tion and Control of Pollution) Act, 1974 
(6 of 1974) and the Air (Prevention and 
Control of Pollution) Act, 1981 (14 rrf 
1981) and rules made thereunder ; 

(b) wastes arising out of the operation from 

ships beyond five kilometers as covered 
under the provisions of the Merchant Ship¬ 
ping Act. 1958 (44 of 1958) and the 

rules made thereunder; 

(c) tadio-active wastes as covered under the 
provisions of the Atomic Energy Act, 1962 
(33 of 1962) and rules made thereunder; 

3. Definitions.—In these rules, unle.ss the context 
otherwise requires,— - 

(a) ‘ .AcT’ means the Environment (Proicction) 

Act, 1986 (29 of 1986); 

(b) "applicant” means a person or an organisa- 
ti(m that applies, in Form 1, for granting of 
authorisation to perform specific activities 
connected with handling of hazardous 
wastes; 

(c) “authorisation” means pcimission for collec¬ 

tion, reception, treatment, transport, storage 
and disposal of hazardous wastes, granted 
by the competent authority in Fom'. 2; 

(d) “authorised person” means a person or an 
organisation authorised by the competent 
authority to collect, treat, transport, store 
01 dispose of hazardous wastes in accor¬ 
dance with the guidelines to be issued bv 
the competent authority From time to time; 

{tzi tv.port” with its grammatical vaiiat’ons and 
cognate expression, means taking out of 
Tndia to a place outside India; 


(f) “exporter” means any person under the juris¬ 
diction of the exporting country who ex¬ 
ports hazardous wastes and the exporting 
country itself, who exports hazardous 
wastes; 

(g, “facility” means any location wherein tlic 
processes incidental to the waste generation, 
collection, reception, treatment, storage 
and disposal arc carried out; 

(h) “Form” means Form appended to these 
rules ; 

(i) “hazardous wastes” means categories oi 

wastes specified in the Schedule; 

(j) “harardous wastes site” means a place for 
collection, reception, treatment, storage and 
disposal of hazardous wastes which has 
been duly approved by the competent 
authority; 

(k) “import’j with its grammatical variations 
and cognate expression, means bringing into 
India from a place outside India; 

(l) “importer” means an occupier or any person 

wno imports hazardous wastes; 

(m) “operator of a facility” means a person 
who owns or operates a facility for collec¬ 
tion, reception, treatment, storage and dis¬ 
posal of hazardous wastes; 

fn) “Schedule” means Schedule appended to 
these rules; 

(o) “Stale Pollution Control Board” means the 

Board appointed under sub-section (1) of 
section 4 of the Water (Prevention and 
Control of Pollution) Act, 1974 (6 of 
1974); and under Section 4 of the Air 
(Prevention and Control of Pollution) 
Act, 1981 (14 ())■ 1981) ; 

(p) “transboundary movement” means anv 
movement of hazardous waste.( or othti 
wastes from an area under the natk'n.rl 
jurisdiction of one counTy to or through nr. 
area under the national jurisdiction of an¬ 
other country or to or threngh an area nr.' 
under the national jurisd’ction of any 
country, provided at least two countries arc 
involved in the movement; 

(q) the words and expresiions used in these 

rules and not defined but defined in tite 
Act, shall have the meanings rerpectivelv 
assigned to them in the Act. 

4. Responsibility of the occupier for handling of 
wastes.—(1) The (5ccupler generating hazardous 
wastes listed in column (2) of the Schedule in quan¬ 
tities equal to or exceeding the limits given in column 
(3) of the said Schedule, shah take all practical steps 
to ensure that such wastes are properly handled and 
dispo.scd of without any adverse effects which mav 
result from such wastes and the occupier shall also 
he responsible for proper collection, reception, treat¬ 
ment, storage and di.spo.sal of these wastes either him¬ 
self or through the operator of a facility. 
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(2) The occupier or any other person acting on his 
behalf wlio intends to get his hazardous waste treated 
by the operator of a facility under sub-rule (1), shall 
give, to the operator of a facility, such information as 
may be specified by the State Pollution Control 
Board. 

5. Grant of aiithorisation for handling hazardous 
wastes.—(Ij Hazardous wastes shall b© collected, 
treated, stored and disposed of only in such facilities 
as may he authorised for this purpose. 

(2) Every occupier generating hazardous wastes 
and having a facility for collection, reception, treat¬ 
ment, tran port, storage, and disposal of such wastes 
shall make an appheation in Form 1 to the State 
Pollution Control Board for the grant of authorisa¬ 
tion for any of the above activities ; 

Provided that the occupier not having a facility 
for the collection, reception, treatment, transport, 
storage and disposal of hazardous wastes shall make 
an application to the State Pollution Control Board 
in Form 1 for the grant of authorisation within a 
period of six months from the date of commence¬ 
ment of these rules. 

(3) Any person who intends to be an operator of 
a facility for the collection, reception, treatment, 
transport, storage and disposal of hazardous wastes, 
shall make an application in Form 1 to the State 
Pollution Control Board for the grant of authori¬ 
sation for any of the above activities : 

Provided that the operator engaged in the business 
of the collection, reception, treatment, transport, 
storage and disposal of hazardous wastes shall make 
an appheation to the State Pollution Control Board 
in Form 1 for the grant of authorisation within a 
period of six month.s from the date of commence¬ 
ment of these rules. 

(4) The State Pollution Control Board shall not 
issue an authorisation unless it is satisfied that the 
operator of a facility or an occupier, as the case 
may be, possesses, appropriate facilities, technical 
capabilities and equipment to handle hazardous 
wastes safely. 

f5) Tire authorisation to operate a facility shall 
be issued in Form 2 and shall he subject to condi¬ 
tions laid down therein. 

(6) (i) An authorisation granted under this rule 

shall unless sooner suspended or cancelled, 
be in force for a period of two years from 
the date of Issue or from the date of re¬ 
newal, 

(ii) An application for the renewal of an 
authorisation shall be made in Form 1, 
before its expiry. 

(hi) The authorisation shall continne to be In 
force until it is renewed or revoked. 

(7) The State Pollution Control Board, may, 
after giving reasonable opportunity of being heard 
to the applicant refuse to grant any authorisation.

6. Power to suspend or cancel an authorisation.— 

(1) The State Pollution Control Board may cancel 
an authorisation issued under these rules or suspend 
it for such period as it thinks fit, if in its opinion, 
the authorised person has failed to comply with any 
of the conditions of the authorisation or with any 
provisions of the Act or these rules, after giving the 
authorised person gn opportunity to show cause 
and after recording reasons therefor. 

(2) Upon suspension or]cancellation of the 
authorisation and during the pendency of an appeal 
under rule 12, the State Pollution Control Board 
may give directions to the persons whose authorisa¬ 
tion has been suspended or cancelled for the safe 
storage of the hazardous wastes, and such person 
shall comply with such directions. 

7. Packaging, labelling and transport of hazardous 
wastes.—(1) Before hazardous wastes is delivered 
at the hazardous waste site, the occupier or operator 
of a facility shall ensure that the hazardous wastes 
is packaged in a manner suitable for storage and 
transport and the labelling and packaging shall be 
easily visible and be able to withstand physical con¬ 
ditions and climatic factors. 

(2) Packaging, labelling and transport of hazard¬ 
ous wastes shall Ise in accordance with the provisions 
of the rules issued by the Central Government under 
the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 and other guidelines 
Issued from time to lime. 

8. Inventory of disposal sites.—(1) The State 
Government or a person authorised by it shall under¬ 
take a continuing programme to identify the sites 
and compile and publish periodically an inventory 
of di.sposal sites within the State for the disposal of 
hazardous wastes. 

(2) The State Govenment or a person authorised 
by it shall undertake an environmental impact study 
before identifying a site as waste disposal site in the 
State. 

(3) The State Government or a person authorised 
by it shall undertake a continuing programme to 
compile and publish au inventory of sites within the 
State at which hazardous wastes have at any time 
been stored or disposed of and such inventory shall 
contain, besides the location and description, infor¬ 
mation relating to the amount, nature and toxicity of 
hazardous wastes at each such site as may be asso¬ 
ciated with such site. 

9. Records and returns.—(1) The occupier gene¬ 
rating hazardous waste and operator of a facility for 
coHectioD, reception, tr‘;atment, transport, storage and 
disposal of hazardous waste shall maintain records 
of such operations in Form 3. 

(2) The occupier and operator of a facility shall 
send annual returns to the State Pollution Control 
Board in Form 4. 

10. Accident reporting and follow-up.—Where an 
Accident occurs at the facility or on a hazardous 
waste site or during transportation of hazardous

wastes, the occupier or operator of a facility shall 
report immediately to the State Pollution Control 
Board about the accident in Form 5. 

11. Import of hazardous wastes.—(1) Import of 
hazardous wastes from any country to India shall not 
be permitted for dumping and disposal of such 
wastes. However, import of suh wastes may be 
allowed for processing or reuse as raw material, 
after examining each case on merit by the State 
Pollution Control Board or by an officer authorised 
in this behalf. 

(2) The exporting country or the exporter as the 
case may be, of hazardous wastes shall communicate 
in Form 6 to the Central Government (the Ministry 
of Environment and Forests) of the proposed trans¬ 
boundary movement of hazardous wastes. 

(3) The Central Government shall, after exami¬ 
ning the communication received under sub-rule (2) 
and on being satisfied that the import of such hazar¬ 
dous wastes is to be used for processitm or reuse as 
raw material, grant permission for mo import of 
such wastes subject to such conditions as the Cen¬ 
tral Government may specify in this bclialf and if. 
however, the Central Government is not satisfied with 
the communication received under sub-rule (2), may 
refuse permission to import such hazardous wastes. 

(4) Any importer importing hazardous wastes 
shall provide necessary information as to the type of 
hazardous wastes he is to Import, in Form 6, to the 
concerned State Pollution Control Board|the Central 
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Pollution Control Board in the case of Union Terri¬ 
tories. 

(5) The State Pollution Control Board shall 
examine the information received under sub-rule (^) 
and issue such instructions lo the importer as it con¬ 
siders necessary. 

(6) The Central Government or the State Pollu¬ 
tion Control Board, as the case may be, shall inform 
the concerned Port Authority to take appropriate 
steps regarding the safe handling of the hazardous 
wastes at the time of off-loading the same. 

(7) Any person importing hazardous wastes shall 
maintain the records of the harardius wastes import¬ 
ed as specified is Form 7 and the records so main¬ 
tained shall be open for inspection by the Stale 
Pollution Control Board|thc Ministry of Environ¬ 
ment and Forests |the Central Pollution Control 
Boards in the case of Union Territories or an officer 
appointed by them in this behalf, 

12. Appeal.—(1) An appeal shall lie, against 
any order of suspension or cancellation or refusal 
of an authorisation by Ibe State Pollution Control 
Board to the State Government and to the Ministry 
of Environment and Forests in the case of the Cen¬ 
tral Pollution Control Board. 

(2) Every appeal shall be in writing and shall he 
accompanied by a copy of the order appealed against 
and shall be presented within thirty days of the order 
passed.
